ASCS Rules on Set-Aside 


The local Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service reminds operators 
of enrolled farms tliat June IO 
is the final date to certify 
set-aside, cotton and feed 
grain acreages. 
Certification must be made 
even tliough tile planted acre­ 
age is "Zero". 
Otlier regulations applying 
include: (I) Set-aside must be 
of average productivity for 
die farm. If determined by 
die County Committee to be 


below average for the I arm, 
reduction in payment w ill be 
made, 
( 2) Set-aside cannot be 
grazed between May 14 - 
Oct. 15. (3) Set-aside can­ 
not have a crop harvested 
therefrom during 1972, or a 
crop which matures ii: 1972 
and w ill be liarvested early iii 
1973. 
Also, peanuts must be 
certified by Jura- IO, even 
though ZERO acreage is plant­ 
ed . Certification of acreage 


must be accurate. Measure­ 
ment service is available at 
reasonable cost. lf you are 
uncertain about exact acre­ 
ages, tills service could save 
you costly errors when you 
certify planted and set-aside 
acreages, according to the 
ASCS bulletin. 
Operators are urged to 
certify compliance as soon 
as program crops are planted 
and set-as!dc acreage can be 
designated.

WASHINGTON REPORT 


Congressman Kazen in Washington 


I returned to Washington last 
week, somewhat weary from 
the primary election campaign 
but very grateful 
that my 
performance as a Congressman 
had won such wide approval 
among my constituents 
I 
renew my pledge to continue 
working energetically for the 
best interests of our country 
and South Texas. 
There were many benefits to 
me in my travels through the 
district because 
I 
always 
welcome opportunities to talk 
with my fellow citizens, but 
there 
were 
also 
many 
responsibilities waiting for me 
in Washington 
None is more serious than the 
war in Vietnam 
There is a 
growing sentiment that the 
Congress should step up its 
efforts to end American par 
ticipation in that war. As you 
know. President Nixon 
last 
week announced new policy 
decisions concerning United 
States' participation I believe 
that the President sincerely 
wants to end our involvement, 
just as President Johnson did 
before him 
His new policy 
decisions 
were 
taken 
as 
Commander in-Chief. 
without 
consultation with or approval of 
Congressional leaders, so he 
has assumed great 
respon­ 
sibilities. 


Reaction U ncertain 
As this report is prepared, we 


do not know what final reaction 
there may be 
from 
North 
Vietnam or other major powers 
hacking our enemy. I believe 
few people can oppose the 
broad policy of the President’s 
three 
proposals: 
Return 
of 
American prisoners of war; a 
cease-fire; and withdrawal of 
all American forces within four 
months 
I do not see immediate effects 
from 
the mining 
of 
North 
Vietnam 
ports 
Supplies 
already in the hands of enemy 
troops or en route to them 
cannot be affected by stopping 
the sea routes, but the military 
drives into South Vietnam will 
have to be faced by the South 
Vietnamese themselves 
We can be sure that the Chi 
nese Communists are watching 
developments closely 
The 
President has said we may 
have to bomb the rail lines that 
have been their supply line to 
North 
Vietnam, 
but 
past 
bombings have not effectively 
slowed their supply down the 
enemy war machine. Military 
estimates have differed sharply 
on how effective bombing 
might be, but the record shows 
that the enemy forces have 
maintained offensive strength 
despite past bombings 


mere is another factor 
China may not be totally 
displeased if Moscow's support 
for North Vietnam is reduced 


The Peking government has 
apparently been anxious to 
have Hanoi more dependent on 
Chinese help than on Russian 
It is possible that Hanoi will 
decide that the 
President's 
terms are acceptable and that

may 
begin 
genuine 
negotiations 


No Dunkirk 
I believe that any settlement 
must 
bring 
release 
of 
the 
prisoners and 
mutual 
un­ 
derstanding that our with­ 
drawal will not mean another 
Dunkirk Any cease-fire would 
have to provide guarantees that 
our men would not be fired 
upon, and airports and ships 
would not be shelled during 
withdrawal 
I do not suggest that every 
American must welcome the 
Presidents 
proposal, 
but 
I 
believe all should recognize 
that if his new plan fails, all of 
us lose If he succeeds, there 
are benefits for all I sincerely 
believe that those Americans 
who 
are 
denouncing 
the 
President — and there are 
some in Congress who talk of 
impeaching Mr Nixon — are 
not serving the national interest 
in this time of crisis. 
Mr Nixon will stand bef we 
the bar of public opinion in the 
November election. Our system 
provides for our judgment then 
Meanwhile. I pray that his plan 
to end the war will succeed 


The creation 
of a dynamic and 
prospering rural community is the far­ 
reaching goal of a new program being 
developed at AACOG, in cooperation 
with the Soil Conservation Service, that 
could well become a national model for 
other rural areas to follow. 
Known as the Resource Conservation 
and Development program (RC&D). the 
plan aims at utilizing the rural communi­ 
ty’s most 
valuable commodities, its 
natural resources, to expand opportuni­ 
ties and develop a favorable climate for 
capital investment. 
And. as the name 
implies, these resources are to be con­ 
served and protected while they are 
developed to benefit the area. 
Purpose of the RC&D program in the 
Alamo region is to plan for the wise use, 
development, and conservation of the 
region’s natural resources. The develop­ 
ment of tlus plan will quality the area 
for special federal rural aid programs 
administered by the Soil Conservation 
Service of die U.S. Department ot 
Agriculture. 
The 
SCS. represented 
locally by Thomas G. Rockenbaugh, 
area conservationist in Fredericksburg, 
and JAI. Presley, district conservationist 
in San Antonio, is assisting A At GG 
members in developing this region s 
RC&D model. 
Now in the organizational stage, the 
Resource Conservation and Development 
plans will call for a project area which, 
except for Gillespie County, is coter­ 
minus with the AACOG region. It will 
also be the first RC&D program in the 
nation to be an integral part of a Council 
of Governments' structure, a position 


that lends to the program the already 
existing strengths ot regional planning 
and inter-governmental cooperation as 
well as the ability to use AACOG staff 
in its development and implementation 
These will be essential ingredients in the 
hoped-for success of RC'&I). 
As the model is being developed, 
planners are building into it the concept 
of local leadership and control. 
Hie 
bylaws will call for organization of 
RC&D committees in each count) to 
play a vital role in the county goals 
committee 
structure, whkh 
already 
includes a broad cross-section of the 
area’s residents. 
The R( &D commit­ 
tee will include all project sponsors and 
such additional members as are required 
to carry out the program. 
Involvement of all the people rn 
development of their own area requires 
effective leadership and the generation 
of local support, which is the task facing 
RC&D committee members 
They will 
undertake to analyze community prob­ 
lems and to develop alternative resolu­ 
tions to these problems, based on a 
sound appraisal of their resources. 
Parts of this strategy 
are already 
underway. 
The county goals commit­ 
tees are identifying their county priori­ 
ties and needs, and these can be the 
basis for the analysis of community 
problems 
They will carry a note of 
authority since the priorities will have 
been established by the residents them­ 
selves. 
A second phase of the program is 


the gathering of natural resource data, 
on 
a 
county-by-county 
basis, 
for 
integration into a regional plan. 
The 
Soil and Water Conservation Districts 
and SCS representatives in each county 
have undertaken this project. 
Regionwide 
coordination 
of the 
RC&D project will be in the hands of a 
Steering Committee, composed of one 
representative from each county’s RC&D 
committee, who 
is elected 
by the 
members of that group. 
Until the 
RC&D committees are established, an 
interim Steering Committee of Soil and 
Water Conservation District representa- 
uves is already operating. 
These cur­ 
rent members include Herman Blank, of 
the 
Comal-Hays-Guadalupe 
S&WCD, 
Tony Jennings, Bandera County; Joe E. 
Nickel, Kendall County; Elmer Pape, 
Alamo; I B. Ray, Wilson County; Jimmy 
Seay. Atascosa County; and Harlan 
Wolff, Medina Valley. 
As presently outlined, the objectives 
of the Steering Committee will be to 
advise the AACOG Executive Commit­ 
tee on all program and policy matters 
pertaining to the wise use, development 
and conservation of the area s natural 
resources,and to make recommendations 
on programs affecting these resources. 
The Steering Committee will also serve 
as the focal point for coordinating and 
developing a Work Plan for the RC &D 
area and will provide technical assistance 
to project sponsors in implementing the 
plan. 
One additional goal for the RC&D 
steering group will he to promote public 
awareness ot 
necessary and orderly 
regional development and wise use of 
regional resources 
Theirs will be not 
only a technical planning role, but a 
very essential leadership and educational 
role as well 
Only by succeeding rn all 
these phases carr the RC&D project 
really work 


Tile benefits to follow the successful 
implementation ot RC&D in the Alamo 
region are both immediate and long- 
lange 
Initially. the most important 
gain will be iii federal support, through 
resource conservation and development 
loans, to put into effect the elements of 
the Work 
Plan 
ibis can include 
installation or improvement of rural 
community outdoor-oriented facilities; 
soil and water development, conserva­ 
tion, control and use facilities, shift-in­ 
land use facilities, community water 
storage facilities, and the special-purpose 
equipment necessary to tarry out these 
projects 
To quality tor these funds, 
however, 
the 
region 
must first 
be 
recognized by the I SDA as an R( &D 
project area 


Other gains should tome later, in 
the 
eventual 
revitalization of 
rural 
communities. People who have chosen 
the small towns and rural areas as their 
homes will, through care Sui 
use of 
natural resources, be able to enjoy nun- 
urban lite without having to sacrifice 
economic opportunity in the process, a 
situation that is all too rare at present.
